The manner in which the Committee will discharge its duties is as follows :-* 


‘The members will not visit the hospitals individually ; the Committee will form 
itself into groups of not less than five members, each group in turn will, according toa 
roster to be kept for the arpoes, vist the hospitals on a fixed day and at a fixed time in 
each month. In addition to these visits at fixed times the members will pay unexpected 
visits to the hospitals, provided that they do notgo at times which are inconvenient to 
the hospital authorities. If ull the five member§ pf the group are not present, the 
remaining members can go round without the absentee or absentees, as the case may be. 
‘The members constituting the group should inspect the internal arrangements and offer 
such suggestions regarding the administration of the institution as they think proper. 
‘The Committee as a whole will meet at least once a quarter, review the reports of the 
visiting groups and diseuss the remedial, measures adopted, The Superintendent of the 
Medical College Hospitals should attend the meetings of the Visiting Committee. 

A visitor's book will be kept in the hospitals in which the recommendations of the 
unittee will be recorded, The Sipeeiteniient will note on the margin the action 
on’euch recommendation with any other remarks or explanations that he may 
to offer, He will transmit a copy of the entries without delay to the Surgeone 
eral with the Government of Bengal for consideration. The Surgeon-General will 
take such further action us may sees Reoopeary and will bring to the notice of Govern- 
ment any matter which he thinks sufficiently important. The members will hold office . 
for one year from the date of appointment. ‘

Articlé 23:-—No ‘steam-vessel shull attempt to strive or race against 
another. When steam-vessels are proceeding in the same. direction, 
but with unequal speed, the vessel which is steaming slowest shall in 
the narrow reaches of a river offer no obstruction whatever by crossing 
the channel or otherwise to the free passage of the faster vessel, und 
shall ease and if necessary’ stop the engines as soon us tHe faster vessel 
comes abreast in order to allow her to pass freely. The master or pilot 
of the faster vessel if intending to pass, shall intimate such approach 
by a prolonged blast trom his steam whistle. But no vessel shall pass
